Famous Songs. 


It has been said that the late H, 


Trotere, who composed such fiunous 
congs as "In Old Madrid," "The Death-1—•». 
loss Army," "Ashore" and "Go to 
Sen," could claim the distinction of 
being tho world's Quickest composer, 
nnd there was certainly some Justifi- 
cation for this claim. 


His beautiful eong, "Ariiore," was 


both written and composed In 40 mln- 
i:tes in a restaurant, while the strains 
of "In Old Madrid" (of which 750,000 
copies have been eoid) was also the 
result of a sudden inspiration. The 
melody came to the composer while 
he was on his way from the 'Royal 
Aquarium; lest It should escape him, 
he rushed into a public house In Roch- 
ester row, seized a biscuit bag and 
wrote down the air. H. Trotere is 
also said to have composed "The 
Brow of the Hill," written a letter 
nbout it and run a quarter of a mile 
to post it, all in eight minutes. 


The late Sir Arthur Sullivan was 


iilso a wonderfully rapid worker. It 
is related that he wrote the overture 
lo "The Yeoman of the Guard" in 
twelve, hours, and that of "Jolanthe" 
between a late dinner and next morn- 
ing's breakfast. On one occasion he 
wrote the music for a solo dance for 
ralvlonl so quickly that It was actu- 
ally being rehearsed within a quarter 
of nn hour from the time he set about 
composing it.
